 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 14 

MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows: 15

 ON OR BEFORE JANUARY 1, 2013, THE DEPARTMENT SHALL ADOPT 18 

REGULATIONS THAT ALLOW FOOD SERVICE FACILITIES TO OPERATE WITH THE 19 

OUTER WINDOWS OR OUTER DOORS OF THE FACILITY OPEN FOR VENTILATION 20 

OR OTHER PURPOSES IF THE LOCAL HEALTH DEPARTMENT DETERMINES THAT 21 

THERE IS NO EVIDENCE OF INFESTATION BY FLYING INSECTS OR OTHER 22 
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VERMIN THAT COULD CREATE AN IMMINENT THREAT TO THE PUBLIC HEALTH 1 

AT THE FACILITY. 2 

 

 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 3 

October 1, 2012. 4
